The Muscular Stn-ngtli of a Trout. 
We sat for an hour or more on llio east 


hack of tho Beavcrkill at Rockland and 
watched, tho trout ot; that celebrated 
river p;tssiug over tbe dam, which is 
nearly three feet higll, with about a 
4-iiich volume of \vr-lcr pouring over it. 
The trout ranseil in size from ton to 
eighteen inches, and anriuK the time we 


B.i't there at least Uve:ity managed to get 
over. In many instances a first attenipr. 
failed, owin?, however, more to an ap- 
parent want of judgment, or perhaps of 
experience, than from lack ot physical 
ability in the fwli to accomplish the feat, 
tho smaller fish as a rulo failing to gel 
over in tbe first effort. 


But few of the larger fish mado a 


clean jump into tlie smooth water above 
the aprou of the dam; most of them 
passed perpendicularly up the falling 
waters and with apparent ease. These 
fish were enabled to swim straight np 
this downpour of the waters by tho 
mat muscular power they possessed; 
there was no trick, no sleigut of hand 
about it—it was puro strength of body, 
which is evidently centered in the pe- 
duncle or tail and tlio tail fin.

"let her run" was a very common es- 
preseiou among railroad men.

When he interviewed George Uontant

Thia trash 
the producers sold to the pactfcra who 
packed and sold it for the genuine raism 
and when they were sold in tbe Eastern 
markets the purchasers were badly 
fooled and the California raiain grower 
still rnrmt so. 
When the next season's pack came 


into market the people in the East did 
not buy our raisins freely for fear they 
would be cheated again. 
They were 


afraid they would get tho eaino traah 
thev bought the year before, and conse- 
quently bought Spanish riuaina in prefer- 
ence Lu ours.

and left tbe market unEUpplied they 
would have made up for it lonp since;

than $500, or by imprisonment m the 
county jail not exceeding sis months, or 
by roth such fine and imprisonment. 
Approved .March 10,1891.*1 


Under the statute approved March 14, 


SSS5, the lowest fine was $200 and the 
Inchest $1000, and after defining the 
amount of the Cnen tbo etatute goes on 
to Bay, ''and shall ba imprisoned in tbe 
county jail until such fine and costs of 
prosecution are paid, Buch imprison- 
ment not to exceed on* year; and every 
parson who plays or bets at or agninat 
any of said prohibited came or games ifl 
guilty of a misdemeanor."
